Again, the 
shrinkage of space and many universal 
factors in education—such as “the 
pictures ’’—are producing a new sense of 
identity in the whole human family. ‘he 
next world conflict—if it has not begun 
already—will be between that growing 
sense of identity and the blind policy of 
tariff walls.

The refusal of the Australian Federal 
Government to pay the interest, due in 
London and New York yesterday, on New 
South Wales’s debts was determined upon 
only after many searchings of heart. 
Actually, however, Mr. Lang’s conduct of 
New South Wales’s affairs had left the 
Federal Cabinet very little choice. Last 
Friday Mr. Lang ‘told the Loan Council 
that £458,763 were available against part 
of his State’s interest liabilities, which 
amounted to a total of £958,763. In spite 
of Mr. Lang’s promise that this sum 
would be paid into the Commonwealth 
Bank in Sydney on Saturday morning, 
not a penny was received by the Bank. 
This brazen default convinced those 
Federal Ministers who had been hesitating 
that a stop must be put to such procedure 
at any cost. Last year the Commonwealth 
was required to pay £4,483,961 on behalf 
of New South Wales, and on that occasion 
Mr. Lang undertook to honour future 
debts. Not only has he failed to make 
good his word, but he has not made any 
noticeable effort in that direction. As a 
consequence of his behaviour the bond- 
holders must wait for their money, 
and all Australian credit must be im- 
paired to some extent. Ultimately, of 
course, the overseas bondholders will be

COLLEGE THEOLOGICAL

At a meeting of the College Theologica: 
Society yesterday, Mr. F. Patterson, B.A., 
read a paper on ‘‘God, War, and Peace.’’ He 
spoke of the absurdity of war as a method 
of settling disputes, and said that in spite of 
this .absurdity there are, and always have 
been, many who regard war as a natural 
method of man’s self-assertion, which will 
never be eradicated. But this is directly 
rontrary to what we, as Christians believe. 
The capacity for self-sacrifice, as opposed to 
self-assertion, is inherent in all men, and has 
often existed even in the greatest soldiers. 
There is no justification for war to be gained 
from any source to-day, he said. To-day war 
1s, in our minds, divorced from everythin 
that is great and noble, in a way in whic 
it never was before. The last war issued in 
a treaty, the enforcement. of which to-da 
seems scarcely less irrational than war itself, 
This Treaty demanded the payment of an 
enormous sum from the vanquished country. 
Germany has how stated that not only is she 
incapable of paying the remainder of this 
sum, but that insistence that she should do 
so will have ruinous effects on. her prosperity, 
which will inevitably react harmful y on other 
countries also. question of war debts

COMMISSIONER’S REPLY 


TO CRITICS. 


Mr. Commissioner Forde, at the meeting 
of Trim Urban Council yesterday, said 
that a circular had been received from 
Clan na nGaedheal, protesting against the 
utilisation of public moneys for the 
erection of a British War Memorial in 
Dublin. The Commissioner. said that he 
did not think it was putting the case fairly 
to head the circular, “ Shall Ireland 
honour those who fel] for England or those 
who died for Ireland ?’’ 

Those who could recall the early days of 
the Great War had sad and vivid memories 
of the many fine young men who enlisted 
not to extol jingoism or to defend 
imperialism, but because they believed 
that they were giving their young lives to 
save from further outrage and destruction 
the nuns and churches of Catholic 
Belgium. They believed that they were 
fighting for the rights of small nations. 
In contrast, the Commissioner recalled 
that he witnessed in 1914 the humiliating 
spectacle of young men on their way to 
America being hissed, booed, pelted and 
called cowards, because they were looked 
upon as flying from the fear of joining the 
British Army. He stated that more than 
once he walked and prayed beside the 
almost numberless graves, with the little 
crosses, so neatly kept on the lonely fields 
of France. No genuine Irishman would 
object to a genuine memorial to such 
gallant men, who firmly believed that they 
gave their lives for their faith and country.

- THE TASK OF 
PARLIAMENT. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
savs:—The reassembly of the House of 
Commons to-day marks the beginning ‘of 
a parliamentary year which will submit 
to the severest test the energy and the 
capacity of a legislature so far practically 
untried. If the year is to pass without 
disaster to the nation and discredit. to

Dr. R. Stenhouse Williams, in his 
lecture on “ The Handling and Distribu- 
tion of Milk,”’ said that not only must 
they give knowledge to the people in deal- 
ing with milk, but encourage the will te 
use that knowledge effectively. Fvery- 
thing milk touched had to be efficiently 
washed end sterilised if the public health 
was to be protected, said the speaker 
The demand for the purest milk was much 
greater by the women of the poor quarters 
than by their more fortunately-placed 
sisters. In the poor houses the mother 
had more intimate contact with milk than 
the rich woman, and she felt the in- 
stinctive craving for fresh food which, of 
course, all people possessed. As time 
had gone on the dairyman had realise:| 


that it was in his own interest to get and | 


provide a better quality milk supply. 
DO DOCTORS KNOW ? 


Commenting on the handling of milk, 
Dr. Williams said that he had never yet 
seen milk properly handled in a hospital. 
and added: ‘‘ Don’t let the doctors run 
away with the idea that they know al! 
about milk; for that is rubbish.” 

Dr. Williams made an important 
statement concerning the testing of milk 
samples and subsequent proceedings. 
‘“Up to 1928, he said, samples were 
taken from the milk ean to the laboratory, 
but in 1928 the Medical Officer of Health 
saw to it that all samples taken from the 
dairyman were put on ice and then taken 
to the laboratory.’’ It was only fair to 
the industry, he added, that this should 
be done. After placing the samples on 
ice it was found that the number of 
failures decreased, while the samples 
taken and left at the ordinary tempera- 
ture showed a large number of failures. 

‘“It is important to make sure that 
samples are treated fairly. The results 
are based upon what actually had existed 
in the premises where the samples are 
taken, and not on something that may 
have happened to thesmilk after it has 
been taken away.” ~ 

He asked doctors to appreciate that the 
milk industry had undergone a revolution 
of which they had no conception. He 
asked them further to inquire into the 
necessity for feeding babies on prepared 
dry milk, cod liver oi] and meat extract.

Association ” Was proposed by Mr. F. RB. 
Unwin,. who said that he thought i was a 
very wonderful thing that the Electrical Con- 
tractors’ Association, which had developed 
into so Vigorous a body and had so much to 
sav in the electrical world, had grown from 
a movement which started in Dublin. He 
congratulated the Dublin branch on having 
heen able to assémble in one room representa- 


tives of all the electrical interests in this 
country. He felt that that was a good thing, 
because in Dublin they had a national elec- 
tricity scheme, and as time went on he was 
sure there would be more opportunity for the 
membeis of the Association to help in further- 


ing and enhancing it. (Applause.) 
THE CONTRACTOR'S PART. 


The Chairman, in responding, said that 
the electrical contractor had been in the fore- 
front in working for sales of cdrrent, and 
the Supply Association should seek to co- 
operate with the contractor, and support 
him.

“BELFAST, Monday. 
PROTEST was made at the Belfast 
A Corporation meeting to-day against 
the proposal of the Tramways Com- 
mittee to place a contract with an English 
firm for the reconditioniug of tremcers. A 


| letter was read from Messrs. Harland and 


Volff, Limited, stating: We regret to 
note from the Press that there is a possibility 
of the contract for the reconditioning of 
certain Belfast Corporation trams bemg 
uássed to a cros#Obannel firm. It occurs to 
us that, at the price mentioned, we could, 
with our facilities and up-to-date appliances, 
carry out any such work as you propose to 
sub contract at a figure not exceeding that at 
which you are considering passing this work 
cut of Ulster. 

“You will understand that it is possible 
for the Corporation trams to run straight 
into our efgineering works. and 
obviate slinging for cross-Channel transport 
purposes, and there will be the forther ad- 


vantage that the trams will be under the 


continual supervision of your ee 

“In view of the foregoing, and the present 
deplerabla unemployment in Belfast, we 
snoulid be glad if. you would submst this 
wiaiter to the Tramways Committee for their 
consideration. If desited, we will arrange 
fur one of our staff to consult with your 
engineer.” 

Councillor Thomas Henderson, M.P., 
moved, as an amendinent, that a committee 
of nine be set up to confer with firms like 
Harland aml Wolff and Workman and Clark 
with a view to the creation of a new industry 
by which work of this kind can be carrie 
out, and local employment helped. He 
appealed to them, in the spirit of Lord Craig- 
avon, to give effect to the oft reiterated 
sicgan, “Bay Ulster goods for Ulster’s 
good.” They wanted something practical. It 
was perplexing the way these contracts were 
handled. One day a local firm got the con- 
traet, and another day it was taken from them. 
The impression went out that by giving this 
work to a cross-Chamnel firm they would save 
£150 per car. That was hot so. Hf a local 
firm had received a contract for these ten 
cars it would mean giving employment to W 
men for twelve months. It would also repre- 
sents saving fir Norther Ireland of £2,000 
for nnemployment benefit. It would farther 
mean that 60 per rent. of the total cost of 
the cars would be spent in wages. The 
material would be secured in Northern Ire- 
land, which would be an additional boon. If 
they wanted to save money they should keep 
this contract in their own city. Harland and 
Wolff had the best sheds in the world, the 
best plant in the world, and the best crafts- 
men in the world. (Applause.) Ninety per 
cent of the members of the Council were 
followers of the Prime Minister, and they 
should support his campaign in favour of local 
industry. 


AN INSULT, 


Alderman Pierce said that it was an insult 
to the artisans of Belfast to suggest that they 
would not give a better day’s work for a 
better day’s pay. If, in Belfast, they could 
not build tramcars they should give up the 
whole situation.

PROPOSED MUNICIPAL 
KITCHENS. 


T last night's meeting of the Dublin 
City Council, Councillor O'Toole asked 
the City Manager when it was proposed 

to proceed with the widening of Tara street. 
In the estimates, he said, a sum of £10,000 
had been allocated for the purpose, but 
nothing had been done as yet. 

The City. Manager said that the work was 
to be done by loan. . The Joan had not been 
raised, but it was hoped to have the street 
widened in time for the Eucharistic Congress. 
The delay was due to complicated matters in 
connection with leases. 

Mr. Robert Briscoe, in accordance with 
notice, moved that the Housing and Genera! 
Purposes’ Committee report to the Council 
what steps are necessary to obtain power to 
establish municipal kitchens, and to submit 
suggestions as to how these could be con- 
ducted if such power were obtained. Such 
kitchens, he said, were for the purpose of 
supplying the working classes with meals at 
cost price. There were four or five areas in 
which these kitchens would be very useful. 

Mr. Gillespie seconded the’ motion, and it 
was passed. 

A letter from the Hon. Secretary, Clann 
na nGaedheal, forwarding, on behalf of that 
organisation, a protest against the erection in 
Dublin of the “Great War Memorial.” was 
ruled out of order by the Lord Mayor, as 
introducing politics. 

Mr. Larkin, senior, excitedly demanded 
that the letter should be considered, and was 
joined in his protest against the Lord Mavors 
ruling by Mr. Gillespie and Mr. T. Kelly. 


TREATMENT OF PRISONERS. 

The Lord Mayor said that he had ruled the 
matter out of order. h 

As the ordinary business had concluded, the 
Lord Mayor said that he would ask the 
Council to receive a deputation. which ‘n- 
cluded Mrs. Maude Gonne MacBride, Mrs. 
Desnard, Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington, ‘* John 
Brennan,” and Mr. Gilmore, senior, The 
Council agreed... 

Mrs. Sheehv-Skeffington, said that thev had 
come te ask the Council to pass a resolution 
supporting their .moderate request for the 
establishment of a public inquiry into the 
conditions at Arbour Hill Prison. Their in- 
formation was that a serious state of affairs 
existed at. Arbour Hill. 

Mr. Gilmore, father of the brothers Gil- 
more, said that his boys were in the move- 
ment without his consent, and they had been 
denied ordinary prison treatment. He was 
not allowed te communicate with them before 
Lhey were tried, and was not allowed to 
attend the trial. He suggested that Judge 
Hanna and Judge Meredith shovld be ap- 
pointed to hold such an inqniry. These were 
men in whom they would have .confidence. 

The Lord Mayor thanked the deputation. 


CALL FOR AMENDMENT: 
OF CURRENCY ACT. 


Amendment of the Currency Act of 1927, 
and the establishment of a representative 
Economic Council to examine the methods 
whereby Trish national credit shall be made 
most effective for the promotion of the pro- 
duction and the consumption of goods and 
service, were urged at a meeting of the 
National Agricultural and Industrial Develop- 
ment Association (Incorporated) at á St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, vesterday evening, 
and the following resolution was passed :— 

“That this Council calls on the Govern- 
ment of this countrv to amend the disastrous 
Currency Act of 1927. so that :— 

““(a) An Irish State Bank shall have comovlete 
and independent control of our Irish 
national credit, and 

“(b) that the representative Economic 
Council to he appointed be charged with 
the immediate task of examining the 
methods whereby that control of ovr Trish 
national credtt shall be made most effer- 
tive for the promotion of the production 
and the consumption of goods and service 
by our citizens.” 

Mr. T. Kennedy. vroposing ‘the resolution. 
said that the Bonk'ne Commission of 1976. 
whose recommendations were embodied in the 
Act. was neither representative nor impartial: 
it was composed of bankers. ~~ BY advising 
the continuatien of a fiducicry note issue thev 
presented their resrective banks with a 
pecuniary beneSt to the amount of six million 
pounds as a free Thev advised that 
the Bank of Encland shorld still continue to 
control Irish national credit, and to-day the 
Rank of England decided deflation or infia- 
tion, cold standard or no gold standard. with 
out any Trish voice being heard in such deci 
sons. Every other nation had taken control 
of its own credit on assuming nolitical self- 
government. but the Irsh Free State had 
by their action. made plain thet they were 
not able to contro! their own money. The’ 
advertisements “ Keen our money at home” 
under the present control of their financial 
credit hy the Bank of England were quite 
misleading. Under such conditions even 
drastic tariffs would not prevent the fruit of 
their industry being diverted out of this 
conntry. 

Ireland would not be a self-governiny nation 
until thev took control of their national 
credit, and made that credit accurately reflect 
their ab‘litvy to produce goods and service. 

The Chairman (Mr. Joseph Milroy) said 
that what they were chiefly concerned with 
in this country was the question of nafional 
currency. That “currency should act as a 
trade barometer in control of the country. 
and be stabilised at a price that would effec- 
tually compel native prodnction. It seemed to 
him that. no matter what teriffs they micht 
impose, it was quite possible for any other 
countrv, by the marivulation of its currency,

TARIFF ADVOCATED. 
+ 


Mr. Arthur Dorman, managing director of 
Dorman, Long and Company, last night 
moved a resclution urging a tariff on iron 
and steel at a meeting of the Teeside 
Chamber of Commerce. e stated that his 
firm was operating about 35 per cent. of 
what it overated in 1929. Ironstone mines, 
railways and coal were all affected by the 
prosperity or otherwise of the iron and steel 
industry. Their trade, if in full swing, 
would take care of about 25 per cent. of the 
coal industry. Continental firms were losing 
money heavily in sending iron and steel to 
this country at present prices. 

He was convinced that if they passed the 
present resolution pleading for a tariff the 
repercussion on consuming industries would 
not be at all necessarily disadvantageous. 
There might, perhaps, be a small increase in 
price, but he thought that this would be 
inevitable in any case. He added that the 
position of the iron and steel industry was 
critical. 

The President of the Chamber, Councilloi 
W. H. Crosthwaite, pointed out that the 
resolution expressed the opinion of a district 
representing £100,000,000 worth of capital. 

Ihe resolution was passed. 

Mr. Arthur Dorman was elected to repre 
sent the local Chamber on the National 
Chamber Tariff Consultative Committee.
